The supporters of M. Venezelos 
are correspondingly depressed and dis-

The object of the diplomatic manoeuvres 


| which have produced these results, and 


now promise to commit the Allies to a 
policy of neutrality while open war is 
waged between the Venezelist and the 
Royal forces, is, according to Lord Robert 
Cecil, the reunion of all the Greeks. That 
has heat the aim of M. Venezelos’s policy, 
but he has discarded it because he realises 
thet it is chimerical, As well might one’ 
hope for a reunion of the British and the 
Germans. The Venezelists are our 
friends and allies; the Royalists are our 
enemies. The vicious principle that we 
should betray our friends and seek to pro- 
Ppitiate o enemies has governed our 
Balkan diplomacy too long already. It 
has involyed as in one disaster after 
another, and it will involve us in more if 
it is not at once reversed. We need no 
further proof of the friendship of the 
Venezelists. It is exhibited in the fact 
| that a hundred thousand of them 
have sacrificed everything and rallied 
under the National Government at 
Salonika to fight by our side. We need 
no further proof of the enmity oí 
King Constantine, though scarcely a day 
passes in which he fails to provide it. 
For example, two transports carrying 
volunteers to Salonika have just been 
torpedoed by one of the German sub- 
marines which have long enjoyed the 
hospitality of his Kingdom’s coasts. The 


| incident has proved in some respects in- 


convenient for the Athens Government, 
Since it has produced a general strike at 
the Pireus; and that. Government has 
had the impudence to declare that the 
ships were sunk, not by a German sub- 
marine, but by mines laid by the Allies. 


|It is as damaging to our dignity that we 


should maintain diplomatic relations with 
such a Government as it is shameful to 
our honour that we should withhold dip- 
lomatic recognition from M. Venezelos. 
The only safe and the only honest course 
is to accept him, our loyal friend, as the 
true ruler of Greece, and to: repudiate 
the authority of King Constantine, our 
bitter enemy, That is undoubtedly the 
French view of the Allies’ duty. - Lord 
Robert Cecil warnly denied on Tuesday 
that there was not “ absolute and complete 
unanimity” between the French and 
British Governments. We may believe 
that the French Government did not wish 
to push its own view to extremes ; but the 
French Press has suggested in plain terms 
that the Republic can scarcely do so when 
in the countries of its Allies influences 
are strong to resist any measures subver- 
sive of the —— 


Dublin Housing. 


We are convinced that the decision of the 
Dublin Municipal Council yesterday to 
accept a loan of two million dollars from 
‘an American firm of financiers was wrong. 
Out of a total of eighty members of the 
Council, only twenty-six were present—a 
“sprinkling,” as the Lord Mayor said, of 
the representation of the city. We are 
strongly of opinion that a project 
of such importance ought not to have 
been furthered until it had been more 
fully discussed, both within the Council 
and outside, The contract for the 
loan means a large increase of the 
city’s capital debt, and the allowance of a 
sufficient sum for payment of interest and 
sinking fund will involve an increase of 
the annual rate levied on the city—a rate 
already grievotiély heavy. The public 
would like to see the amount of that new 
burden plainly stated. One member who 
opposed the loan yesterday said that the 
annual charge would be £40,000. It will 
not be so much if repayment can be spread 
over sixty years, as the Housing Committee 
suggests ; but, even on that basis, it will 
exceed £25,000. Against that sum must 
be set the amounts expected in rent from 
the dwellings, but it is obvious that the 
net loss on the schemes will be heavy. Will 
the Housing Committee be frank, and pub- 
lish a revised account of - its schemes in 
which the estimate of costs shall bear some 
relation to the scale of charges for material 
and labour which may be expected during

The Storm. —. 

The persistent spell of bad weather 
tends to make people gloomy and irritable. 
It may help to account for momentary 
fits of depression about the progress of 
the war | 
for bad ‘weather seems to be general on 
all the fronts. Our splendidly methodé- 


| cal advance on the Somme has been de- 


layed by it. ' On the other hand, it seems 
to be assisting the Rumanians in the 
Transylvanian passes, and it has con- 
fined the Zeppelins strictly to their sheds.’ 
We should like to be able to think that 
the gale which raged in Dublin yesterday 
was the culminating effort, but the baro- 
meter has fallen steadily during the 
last twenty-four hours. It has. been 
a black week for Irish farmers. 
Large districts of the country have 
been. flooded, and much property has 
been destroyed. The continued bad 
weather must impair still further the 
already bad prospects of the Irish potato 
crop, & large proportion of which remains 
in the ground. Woe are threatened with 
a really serious shortage, and the country 
is by no means satisfied that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture yet realises the gravity 
of the situation or is taking adequate 
measures to cope with it. We hope that 
our members of; Parliament will persist 
in their bombardment of the Vice 
President, for this year’s potato crop is 
a matter of much importance to the Irish 
people. During the past week the Press-— 
and, of course, the public—have suffered 
from another case of short-sightedness in 
public departments. Last night again 
the telegraph wires were down on the 
coast of Wales, and there was a delay of 
many hours in the transmission of tele- 
grams from London to Ireland. The 
Post Office has incurred a huge expense 
in recent years, and has put the public 
of both countries to vast inconvenience, by 
its refusal to establish an underground 
system of wires on that storm-smitten 
coast, 


German Waiters. 


The names “ Beirk” and “Burke” have 
the same sound, but here is a case where— 
especially in war-time—spelling makes a 
world of difference. George Henry Beirk, 
a waiter, has just been sentenced to a 
fine of £20 at Perth because, being an 
alien, he had failed to furnish the police 
with the particulars which the law re- 
quires. He had been “under the im- 
pression that he was an Irishman,” and he 
went by the name of Burke; but a letter 
from his wife in Dublin stated that 
“ Beirk” was the true spelling of his name, 
and that he was:a German. We are glad 
that Mr. Beirk’s false impression has been 
corrected, for in these times we must all 
be careful ofourcompany. No other charge 
was made against Beirk. He is free, so far 
as we know, of any suspicion of any hostile 
act or intent against the land of his 
adoption.

Private letters received only a few days 
ago did not suggest that affairs there were 
in so happy a condition that any existing 
safeguards could be wisely relaxed. 
Verdun looks like being an allegory of 
the German war. All the forces that Ger- 
many could bring against Verdun she 
brought and used them recklessly and 
without stint, both as regards men and 
material. After months of this a 
and costly fighting the French sudden 
and without very great cost, retake near 
all the Germans had won, and, with the 


occupation of Fort Vaux, are once again 


in possession of the complete ring of ex- 
terior forts at Verdun. It is curious that 
the French had nothing to say yesterday 
about Fort Vaux, but it is quite possible 
that they did not realise that the Germans 
had folded their tents and stolen qyietly 
away. They were prepared to the 
fort with an infantry attack, but the 
Crown Prince thought it better not to 
wait. 

The fine victory scored by the Italians 
on the Carso front is extremely gratifying 
and important, particularly as it has led to 
a demand from Austria that her troops 
against the Rumanians should be returned 
to the Italian front. This success, with 
its five thousand prisoners, is probably 
only a prelude to further important move- 
ments, for the Italians are now attacking 
the third line of the Austrian defences. 
If the Italians can only persevere, Trieste 
may fall into their hands sooner than was 
expected. - The nature of the fighting in 
the Carso must be terrible, for it 1s re- 
ported that the whole landscape has been 
changed. Forests have disappeared and 
mountain tops have been split in twain. 

The Italians continued their success yes- 
terday and repulsed violent counter-at- 
tacks. During the day three thousand 
five hundred prisoners were taken, includ- 
ihg a brigade commander, a regimental 
commander, and three field officers. Two 
mountain guns, many machine guns, and a 
quantity of war macerial of all kinds fell 
into the harids of our Allies. This is the 
sort of pressure that is likely to ease the 
situation in Rumania far better than the 
denuding of other fronts to send an army 
corps. 

The Prime Minister is to be asked by 
Sir Henry Dalziel on Tuesday whether, if 
he is satisfied that there is a general 
desire in the House of Commons on the 
subject, he will grant a day for the dis- 
cussion of the administration of the First 
Lord of the Admiralty. 

In this connection I notice that ‘hi 
Nation publishes a violent attack on Mr. 
Balfour. “Did anyone,” it asks, “imagine 
for a moment that he was the man to play 
the part of director to a machine that 
wants, above everything else, a prompt, 
ingenious, ractical, fore-thinking intel- 
ligence ?”’ ut does anyone except the 
writer in the Nation imagine that it is the 
business of the First Lord to act as 
director” of the naval machine? That is 
the duty of the First Sea Lord. Mr. Bal- 
four’s part is to act as the mouthpiece of 
the Navy in the Cabinet and the War 
Committee, and, before condemning his ad- 
ministration, I should like to know what 
competent naval men think about it. A 
good many of them, I fancy, would sooner 
have Mr. Balfour as their civilian chief 
than Mr. Churghill, and still more so than 
Lord Fisher, who is described by the 
Nation as “the only sailor of genius we 
possess.” 

The Imperial Maritime League, follow- 
ing the suceess in the City yesterday of 
its “ton for ton” meeting, is going sr 
arrange similar gatherings in many o 
the great ports and cities of the country. 
Mr. T. W. Wing is to ask Mr. Asquith 
next week whether he will consider the 
advisability of making @ public statement 
on behalf of the Government and the 
Allies that in any settlement with our 
enemies the Allies will demand ship for 
ship, ton for ton, for the replacement of 
ships sunk in contravention of the well- 
known laws and usages of naval warfare. 
He will also ask that an assurance be 
given to neutrals that like demands will 


be made for them. 

It is understood that at the recent meet- 
ing of the Secretary for War with the 
members of the Liberal War Committee 
Mr. Lloyd George was able to assure the 
gathering that the Government were fully 
alive to the ‘man-power question. The 
gathering was satisfied with the statements 
put forward by Mr. ts, George, and 
the proceedings seem to have been most 
amicable. Possibly the Government has 
this matter well in hand, and, if so, it 
is unlikely that the discussion in the 
House of Commons on man-power will be 
further postponed. 

The announcement that the volunteers 
over military age are to be invited to 
enlist in several branches of the Army 
for. home service looks as though the 
Government has a raising of the age limit 
in view at some time, if not at once, It 
will be interesting to see if advantage is 
taken of the offer to any great degree. 
It is quite possible that many men will 
join the Army from the voluntary training 
corps, since remarkable keenness has been 
shown by the men generally; but in a 
great number of cases these volunteers 
have very heavy home and business xe- 
sponsibilities.

Of the early life of Tupper, of his work 
in the School of Medicine of Edi h 
University, of his marriage, and of his 
first political contest, there are excellent 
accounts, with enough lightness of teuch 
in them to make them most readable. The 
accounts of his early political days and of 
his growing influence in Nova Scotia are 
singularly interesting. The profession of 
the statesman helped i i 
popularity. Evidently 
skilful doctor, and, as such, 
suffrages of many of the electors. Once 
he was about to operate on a political op- 
ponent, called Burgess. While under 
chloroform Burgess exclaimed: “I tell 
you.. .. it is no good to deceive our- 
selves ; we cannot carry the country.” The 
event justified the remark of the unton- 
scious & er. On one of his visits to 
London Sir Charles Tupper met Mr. John 
Morley, who endeavoured to extract the 
opinion of the ian statesman on the 
1886 Home Rule Bill, but was met with 
refusal. At last Sir Charles ssid: “I 
think it might be practicable to give each 
of the four provinces of Ireland a local 
Constitution such as Ontario or Quebec 
enjoys, under which they could deal with 
all local pomp ven while all national ques- 
tions could be dealt with at St. Stephen's, 
where Ireland might retain a reduced re- 
presentation,” r. Morley replied that 
the provinces would be quite incapable of 
working out such a system. That a lead- 
ing <étatesman should hold such an 
opinion of Ireland was to Sir Charles, 
alter his experience of Canada, a matter 
of great surprise. 

- As an example of his swift thinking and 
deliberate action we give the following : 
An enterprising man imported a cargo of 
cold salmon, caught in British Columbia, 
and sent in cold storage to Sydney, N.S. W. 
This gentleman presented Sir Charles with 
two of these salmon, and distributed a 
number in the London restaurants. Of 
course, those sent to Sydney were to come 
to London ultimately, to be placed on the 
market during the close season. The im- 
porter called on Sir Charles in great 
trouble, and told him that the Fish- 
mongers’ Company had served him with 


an injunction declaring these fish to be | 


trout, the sale cf which was ibated 
during the close season. Sir Charles was 
asked if he could do anything for him, 
and replied: “Send me another salmon 
and I will see what I can do.” The fish 
was sent to him, and he sent it to Sir W. 
Flower, the Director of the Natural His- 
tory Museum, who replied by letter, giv- 
ing his own and Lady Flower a thanks 
for “that fine salmon. .... It was an 
excellent fish, and came perfectly fresh.” 
The secretary of the company came to tell 
Sir Charles how sorry they were to inter- 
fere with a Canadian in this way, but, as 
the fish were trout, they could not help 
doing it. Sir Charles handed them Sir W. 
Flowers letter, and the injunction was 
withdrawn. 

Of course, the all-important side of Tup- 
pers work was that of an Imperial states- 
man, and it is admirably brought out by 
Dr, Saunders. Here there he prints, 
we think, too many letters, but the gene 
ral nm app ap left is the right one, F 
example, the account of how the Canadian 
Pacific Railway was built against fierce op- 
position is a testimony to the statesman- 
like qualities of Tupper.

PEGISTRATION OF TITLE IN IRELAND. 


The aim which Mr. Hector Hughes has 
set before himself in his admirable col: 
lection of select cases on -registration in. 
Ireland is to establish an association be 
tween the principles of that branch of law 
and the cases upon it. The large 
and increasing proportion of conveyancing 
in Ireland which concerns land the title 

eee under the Local 
Registration of Title Acts makes the 
achievement of that aim a work of import- 
ance to the legal profession. It is sur 
prising that the decided cases on the ad- 
ministration of the Local Registration of 
Title (Ireland) Act, 1891, ere not more 
numerous, for it is obvious that a system 
of registration which makes the register 
conclusive evidence of ownership 
strong inducement to litigation. This is 
especially so where such a system is to 
some extent compulsory, and, moreover, 
allows registration, subject to the rights 
or equities of persons whose charges or 
estates, existed prior to first registration. 
A partial explanation wb however, be 
‘found in the nature of the titles as to 
which registration has been most exten- 
sively applied in Ireland. 

Ireland is, ne doubt, in a much more 
fortunate position than England with re 

ard to the registration of title to land. 
fo England registration of title is 
confined to certain counties only, and out- 
side these counties the investigation of 
title is further complicated by the ab- 
sence of a registry of deeds. But, as com- 
ared “ik Geala and such countries, 
reland is considerably behindhand. In 
Canada every title to land is registered, 
and, consequently, the transfer of land, 
or any interest in land, is as simple a 
transaction as the transfer of shares in a 
istered company. But in Ireland the 
excellent facilities provided by the Local 
istration of Title Acts have not been 
utilised to any large extent, except in 
the of agricultural foldings. And, 
even here, it is the provision for compul- 
sory registration in the case of holdings 
purchased under the Land Purchase Acts, 
rather than the good sense of the pro- 
prietors, that is responsible for the re-; 
gistration of title. t of 566,137 agri- 
eultural holdings in Ireland. less than 
half were registered down to 3lst Decem- 
ber, 1915. In the case of urban proper 
ties registration is exceptional, and com- 
plicated titles have to be investi 
afresh on every transaction. Apart from 
the unnecessary expense which this en- | 
tails, the market value of many proper- 
ties is ony affected by the title not 
being registered, and a sale having to be 
carried out subject to stringent conditions 
of sale. Whether it be the fault of 
owners or of those who advise them, it is 
clear that legislation is needed to compel 
owners to avail themselves of the existing 
acilities. 

Legislation, however, comes slowly, and 
it is satisfactory to note that between the 
years 1901 and 1915 the namber of re- 
gistered holdings increased from 43,000 
to 255,554. This increase has an import- 
ant bearing on the work of legal prac 
titioners. Mr. i ma admirable col- 
lection of “ Select es in Registration 
of Title in Ireland” is, therefore, sure 
to be welcomed, by the profession. The
